I have no historical material 
relating to my father, but presime you might procure 
something from my sister Harriett Lummis Smith, 4827 
Hazel Avenue, Philadelphia. 


I know he graduated from 
Wesleyan University, Middleton, Conn., Class of 1855. 
He was Principal of the Lynn , Massachusetts, High School 
in 1859, when I was borp{March 1st} in the famous 
"Fanny Davenport, house’ About 1861 I think he went to 
Tilton, then Se ornton Bridge, and I think he remainded 
there about six years. My mother died in 1861; and about 
1868 he married Jenny Brewster, who had been a teacher 
athe Tilton Seminary. His next move was to Auburndale 
where he taught in the Lasell Seminary. Then he entered 
actively into the Ministry, holding three year charges 
( I think in that order)at Natich) Ashlandg, Boston f} 
Highlands,Monson, Watertown and Dedham. 


I think it was from the latefé/” 
place that he went about 38) years ago to Appleton, Wisconsin 
where he taught for 18 years or more in Lawrence University. 
It is needless to say that he was widely beloved in all 
these posts. He died at Appleton, April 12, 1905. He was 
born in Maryland, May 25- 1825.
